Antibiotic drtigs, like penicillin, streptomycin and sulfamldes are produced 
in Poland also. During the first post-war ye^s, that is from 1945 to 1950, 
physicians generally complained about the very poor quality of these pro- 
ducts but it seems that lately their quality has greatly improved. Distri- 
bution for all these drugs is very irregular, sometimes they are available 
in sufficient quantities, then again they are out of supply for periods of 
several weeks. Aureomycin is extremely scarce and when needed is imported 
from other ooimtries. Whenever drugs, antibiotics and sulfamide drugs are 
available in driigstores, they are issued on physiciails prescription only.
